JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14— 
James T. Blair Jr. was inaug- 
urated today as Missouri's forty- 
third Governor in colorful cere- 
monies in the rotunda of the 
state capitol. 
marked continued control 
istration. 


More than 1500 persons, in- 
cluding Blair's 600 uniformed 
honorary colonels, assembled 


for the ceremony, which started | 


at 11:55 a.m., five minutes 
ahead of schedule. 


The audience included friends 
of the new 54-year-old Gov- 
ernor as well as those of three 
other recently elected Dem- 
ocratic state officials, who also 
took their oaths of office for 
new four-year terms. 


They are: Attorney General 
John M. Dalton of Kennett, 
Secretary of State Walter H. 
Toberman of St. Louis, and 
State Treasurer ¢!. E. Morris ol 
Jefferson City. 


Brother Gives Oath. 


Gov. Blair’s oath was admin- 
istered by his brother, Circuit 
Judge Sam C. Blair of Jeffer- 
son City, who used the family 
Bible. After Blair was sworn 
in, a nineteen-gun military sa- 
lute was fired by a National 
Guard field artillery battalion, 
from guns set up on the north 
grounds of the Capitol over- 
looking the Missouri river. 


Judge C. A. Leedy Jr. of the 
Missouri Supreme Court swore 
in Toberman for his third term 
as Secretary of State. He also 
administered the oath to Mor- 
ris, who is starting his second 
term as state treasurer after an 
interval of four years as direc- 
tor of revenue. Q@hief Justice 
S. P. Dalton swore in ‘his 
brother, John Dalton, who is 
beginning his second term as 
the state's chief legal officer. 


The inauguration was con- 
ducted on the broad marble 
staircase landing just below the 
second floor 
tunda. Each of the dual marble 
Staircases that spiral down to 
the first-floor level was manned 
by one hundred of the honorary 
colonels, standing four abreast 
on each step. 


Members of Legislature. 


Seated on the first level of 
the rotunda were members of 
the State Senate and House, 
who technically were in special 
joint assembly for the inaugu- 
ration, and the remainder of the 
honorary colonels and other 
guests. These included wives 
of the colonels, Democratic 
party leaders and office holders. 

Former Gov. Forrest Donnell 
of St. Louis, a Republican, and 
Mrs. Donnell, were present. All 
living former Governors had 
been invited to attend. 

Seated on the second floor, 
behind the landing where the 
ceremony was held, were fam- 
ilies of Blair and the other offi- 
cials to be inducted into office 
United States Senators Thomas 
C. Hennings Jr. and Stuart 
Symington and other honor 
guests had reserved seats there. 

Overhead, spectators lined 
the third floor rotunda rail to 
watch the ceremony. 

Blair walked with retiring 
Governor Phil M. Donnelly 
from the chief executive's off- 
ice on the second floor to the 
stair landing. They were escort- 
ed by a committee of legisla- 
tors. 

State Senator Floyd R. Gib- 
ident pro tem of the Senate. 
called the joint assembly to or- 
der before Blair and Donnelly 
arrived. The inauguration be- 
gan after Rabbi Samuel S. Ma- 
yerberg of Kansas City gave 
the invocation and Thomas Mills 
of the University of Missouri

BALTIMORE, Jan. 14 (UP)— 
Art Collector William Haussner 
has decided to give away his 
painting, “Pantheon de la 
Guerre.”

LONDON, Jan. 14 (AP) — 
Minister Harold Mac- 
millan today named a new Cabi- 
net made up largely of men 
from the Eden government 
which carried out the abortive 
invasion of Egypt. 

The right wing of the Con- 
servative party, which backed 
former Prime Minister Eden's 
Suez venture, kept its dominant 
voice in the government. 

Foreign Secretary John Sel- 
wyn Lloyd, an architect of the 
Suez invasion, remained in 
office. It had been generally 
believed Lloyd was marked for 
dismissal because of the Suez 
incident’s adverse diplomatic 
consequences. 

Richard Austen Butler, who 
had been Macmillan’s chief 
rival for the prime minister- 
ship, was reappointed govern- 
ment leider in the House of 
Comin and lord privy seal 
and given the additional post 
of home secretary. Butler was 
one of the few top men in the 
cabinet who was cool to Eden's 
Suez policies. 

Another forthright supporter 
of the Suez campaign, Peter 
Thorney-Cruit, was promoted 
from president of the Board of 
Trade to the key post of chan- 
cellor of the exchequer, Mac- 
millan’s old job. 


Five Are Dropped. 


Macmillan dropped five 
Eden's cabinet ministers 
was defense minister 
Head, whose ministry 
out the Suez invasion. 

The reappointment of Lloyd 
stirred up the greatest contro- 
versy. 

The News-Chronicle (Liberal) 
said it would “read as milftant 
unrepentance over Suez.” 


The Daily Herald (Labor) 
said Lloyd’s reappointment was 
a slap at the Conservative party 
moderates “and at world opin- 
ion.” It added: 


“His retention is a sign that 
there is to be no repentance, 
no apologies. It is the Premier's 
sop to the rightwingers. He 
may regret it.” 

The Times said: 

“In so far as Mr. Macmillan 
was as fully invoived in the 
policy of thé Suez intervention 
as Mr. Selwyn Lloyd, it can be 
looked on as an act of justice. 
But justice is not everything in 
politics. There is the necessity 
to consider what will be the ei- 
fect on ... world opinion. It 
is not as if Mr. Selwyn Lloyd

CLOVIS, N.M., Jan. 14 (UP)

WOODWARD, Okla., 
—President Eisenhower 
into Oklahoma on the second 
leg of his drouth trip today, 
after a 22-mile automobile trip 
near San Angelo, Tex., where 
he told a young farm family: 

“I’m delighted to see you 
with your chins up—everybody 
will do his best.” 

Operating on a_ rapid-fire 
schedule which will take him 
through six midwest and south- 
west states by plane and auto- 
mobile today and tomorrow, 
Mr. Eisenhower left San An- 
gelo shortly after 10 a.m. for 
the 350-mile flight to Wood- 
ward. He arrived in Woodword 
at 11:45. 

The presidential plane. 
umbine III, tlew at 1500 feet 
and the weather was clear, giv- 
ing Mr. Eisenhower an aerial 
view of mile after mile of hard- 
baked land scarred by the 
worst drouth in years. 

Long stretches of dun-col- 
ored plains cut by deep gullies 
gave the land the appearance 
of a desert. But The President's

minded him that this was once 
a fertile farm region. 

In Woodward, center of one 
of the areas hardest hit by 
drouth, the Chief Executive 
planned to drive six miles out 
of town to inspect the farm of 
Carl Peoples, a native of Okla- 
homan whose plight_is typical 
of many. 

Peoples, the father of four 
children, lost his alfalfa seed- 
ing a few years ago and now 
plants maize. He rents 560 acres 
of larid. Oklahoma has suffered 
from below-normal rainfall since 
1950, and the entire state now 
is classed as a drouth emer- 
gency area. 

Rest of Day’s Schedule. 

Mr. Eisenhower's’ schedule 
called for an hour and a half 
in Woodward. He will fly to 
Clovis, N.M., this afternoon for 
another. automobile inspection, 
then go on to Tucson, Ariz., to- 
night 

After a breakfast 
with local officials and agri- 
cultural leaders in the San 
Angelo area, the President set 
out on an automobile survey 
of arid farm and ranch lands. 

He talked with Mr. and Mrs. 
Wilbert D. Block. who have lost 
five crops in the last eight 
vears: with Earl Byrd, a veteran 
and his foreman, Cecil 
Meadows, and with Joe R. Lem- 
ley. an Angus cattle breeder. 

The motorcade swirled up 
clouds of dust as it passed by 
weather-beaten farms and fields 
where nothing has grown for 
vears. Gnarled mesquite trees 
were stark against a flat, brown 
landscape, and tumbleweed was 
clustered along fences. 

Where once were streams 
were now only deep, dry slashes 
in the earth, Dust had drifted 
into furrows plowed by farmers 
hoping for rain 

At the Block farm, Mr. Eisen- 
hower inspected the cattle and 
looked out over the bare fields 
Told that rainfall in the area

UNITED NATIONS, N.Y.., 
Jan, 14 (AP) The United 
States submitted to the United 
Nations today a new five-point 
| disarmament plan which would 
place international controls on 
' space missiles and on future 
stockpiling of nuclear weapons. 
| The Soviet Union replied by 
proposing a special session of 
| the 80-nation General Assembly 
to be devoted exclusively to the 
disarmament problem. 


At the same time, Soviet 
Deputy Foreign Minister Vas- 
sily V. Kuznetsov blasted the 
_“Eisenhower doctrine” for the 
Middle East as interference in 
the affairs of the Arab nations 
and an aggravating factor in the 
international situation. 

Both chief United States Dele- 
gate Henry Cabot Lodge Jr. 
and the committee chairman, 
Ambassador Victor A. Belaunde 
of Peru, protested against the 
injection of the Middle East 
question into the debate, but 
Kuznetsov insisted that the 
problems were closely linked. 

Called Smear on U. S. 

Lodge called his remarks a 
“smear on the United States, 
irrelevant and impertinent.” 

Kuznetsov repeated the dis- 
armament proposals made re- 
cently py Premier Bulganin and 
declared they offered a sound 
basis for agreement. These 
proposals included an agree- 
ment to institute an aerial in- 
spection system in a central 
European zone extending 500 
miles on each side of the Iron 
Curtain. 

The Soviet delegate also for- 
mally proposed an immediate 
bar on future nuclear test ex- 
plosions.

WOODWARD, Okla., Jan. 14 
(AP) President Eisenhower 
said today he would be happy 
and honored to have a Greek 
restaurant owner's weather- 
beaten American flag displayed 
in the Jan. 21 inaugural parade

The flag belongs to G. K. 
Kavadias, who operates a bak- 
ery-restaurant on Pennsylvania. 
avenue, in Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Eisenhower, making his 
drouth survey, learned about a. 
story in the Washington Post 
& Times-Herald saying the 
committee planning his second- 
term inauguration was skepti- 
cal about letting Kavadias fly 
his 50-year-old flag. 

Murray Snyder, 
White House press secretary, 
told reporters that when the 
President heard about it he sent 
word to Robert Flemming in- 
augural committee chairman, 
assuring him the President 
“would be honored to have the 
flag displayed in the inaugural 
parade, and that if there is any 
question about it he would be 
honored to have it flown from 
the White House.” 

The newspaper account said 
the moth-eaten flag inspired 
Kavadias 50 years ago to start 
dreaming about coming. to 
America from Greece. The ban- 
ner was brought to Greece by 
Kavadias'’s father, who rescued 
it in a shipwreck 

“When I got off the boat ‘to 
the. United States) 30 years 
ago.”” Kavadias was quoted as 
saying, “the only thing I had 
was that flag.”

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BUDAPEST, Jan. 14 (AP)— 
Soviet-protected Premier Janos 
Kadar’s regime, hitting back at 
crippling walkouts and demon- 
Strations, has ordered death 
within <4 hours for promoters 
of strikes. 

Theh arsh decree issued yes- 
terday gave another twist to 
tight controls imposed when 
martial law was proclaimed Dec. 
9. Westerners here, bracketing 
the new decree with a previous 
one barring unauthorized pub- 
lic meetings and parades until 
March 31,

Soviet armored cars still 
prowl the streets of Budapest to 
back up the Government if 
necessar yin enforcing its stern 
measures. 

The anti-strike move provides 
that anyone “disturbing the ac- 
tivity of a factory by his pres- 
ence or by any other means” 
can be brought before a special 
court and hanged in 24 hours. 
This extends the authority of 
these courts, originally set up 
to handle cases involving mur- 
der, looting, arson and the con- 
cealment of weapons. 

The latest pronouncement au- 
thorized death sentences also 
for anyone found guilty of dam- 
aging or endangering public 
utilities or any other “vita] en- 
terprises” employing 100 or 
more workers. 

‘Leniency’ Limited. 

Life imprisonment also may

finest actors in the movies and 
‘famous for his “tough guy” 
roles, died today of cancer of 
the esophagus. He was 56 years 
old.

morning he sank into a coma’ 


from which he never revived. 
_He died at 2:10 am. At his 
bedside was his wife, actress 
‘Lauren Bacall. Their two chil- 
dren, Stephen, 8, and Leslie, 4, 
were asleep nearby. 

Mr. Bogart, though dying, had 
been comfortable in his last 
days. A recent operation had 
removed some scar tissue On a 
nerve and given him much re- 
lief. His voice was not affected. 

Funeral arrangements, still 
pending, called for burial 
| Wednesday or Thursday at For- 
est Lawn Memorial park in 
nearby Glendale. 

Iliness Became Topic. 


Mr. Bogart never would ad- 
mit publicly that cancer would 
beat him, even after his health 
had become the cocktail hour 
topic in the movie colony. 

A New York newspaper r¢- 
cently printed that his death 
was imminent and when wire 
services called to check the ac- 
tor answered the phone with a 
caustic: “What are the ghouls 
saying about me now?” 

Mr. Bogart spent eight hours 
on the operating table last 
March. For seven weeks, five 


days a week, after that he spent’ 


long sessions under radiation 
treatment. 

“That's where my weight went 
'—35 pounds of it—and that’s 
why I’m weak,” he said. “I was 
no John Wayne to start with. 
Thirty-five pounds off me is 
like taking 35 pounds off Frank 
Sinatra. He would have to put 
steel wire over the bathtub 
drain if he lost 35 pounds.” At 
his peak Mr. Bogart weighed 
only 150 pounds. 

Although on-screen and off 
he talked like a gangster, he 
actually was Park Avenue born

Mr. Bogart attended Andover 
Academy—one of the nation’s 
finest preparatory schools. But 
he got into the theater early 
on Broadway.

Charles William White, who 
killed Nelson H. Beare of Kirk- 
wood in the Orioie Hotel in 
1955, was sentenced today to 12 
years in prison on his plea of 
guilty to second-degree murder. 

Beare, a salesman and church 
leader, was found stabbed to 
death in a room at the hotel, 


|706 Pine street. He lived at 407 


Wilcox avenue in Kirkwood, 
White said he metaet Beare in 
a tavern near the hotel and 
that Beare suggested they get 
|a room and rest because he had 
been drinking considerably. A 
dispute arose and White stabbed 
Beare. 

White, who appeared today 
before Circuit Judge John K. 
Regan, also pleaded guilty to 
two other charges and was sen- 
tenced to prison terms to run 
concurrently with his murder 
sentence. 

He was sentenced to 12 years 
for assault with intent to kill a 
policeman after his escape from 
the City Jail Oct. 7, 1956, and to 
two years for breaking jail be- 
fore conviction. White, 24 years 
old, was captured the day after 
his escape when he walked into 
a police trap. 

White was wanted in Okla- 
homa on charges of assault to 
kill and robbery at the time of 
Beare’s murder. Beare, 50 years 
old and the father of four 
‘children, had been a salesman 
for the American Steel and 
Wire Division of United States 
|Steel Corp. He was a member 
‘of the official board of Webster 
Hills Methodist Church and 
Missouri Athletic Club.

CHOU CONTINUES 
TO HAIL MOSCOW

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WARSAW, Jan. 14 (UP) —

Similar Republican hopes & 
were dashed on opening day, 
Jan. 3, when Senator Frank J 
Lausche (Dem.), Ohio, was

Democrats say they are con- 
fident that if Shivers names a 
successor to Daniel, whose term 
has two years to run, Shivers 
will pick a Senator who would 
vote with the Democrats.

increased costs and reduced ad- 
vertising revenue.

employees. 
* If, In the Past. 

“My own poor judgment—and 
I admit it has misled me many | 
times in the past—would regard. 
such portents as ominous, pre- 
Saging the end of the infla- 
tionary boom which has lasted 
so long. 

“I might add that I am an 
old man, living on an inade- 
quate pension, eked out by 
dividends from a few common 
stocks owned outright by my- 
self and wife. If, in the past, 
I had been smart enough to 
recognize the premonitory 
signs of coming depressions 
and had sold at least part of 
our stocks to buy them back 
-_much lower, we would be far 
better off today. 


“As you know, that isn’t an | 


easy decision — to sell stocks 
during prosperity. Not many 
were wise enough before the 


crash of 1929. As my judgement | 


is usually wrong, the fact that 


I am apprehensive about 1957 | 


may mean that the boom will 
continue unabated.” 

At a time like this, it’s the 
iron man who isn’t apprehen- 
sive. The new year starts off. 
raggedly. First, economists have 
been counting on continued ex- | 


pansion in plant and equipment | 


outlays to keep prosperity roll- 
ing. But if other executives fol- | 
low Ralph Cordiner, of General 
Electric, and cut back on plant 
mutlays, many forecasters, in- 
cluding me, will alter their 
predictions pretty quick. 
Second, automobile buyers 
are as coy as bathing beauties 
near water. Perhaps the double 
boost im prices on ‘57 models 
Scares them. Manufacturers 
raised the wholesale tote $50 
or more per car. Then, dealers 
stopped “giving profits away.” 
So, between higher markups 
by producers and lower mark- 
downs by sellers, the average 
new-car buyer faces a $2500 to. 


$3000 price tag before he even 
adds up finance charges. And 
the used-car market has turned 
sick. During 1956, there never 
seemed to be quite enough used 
cars to go around. But now, old 
models are following—or are in- 
fluenced by—the stickiness in 
the new-car market. 

‘Things Are Just Too Good.’ 

Third, refugees from. the 
business burly-burly are on the 
increase. Dun & Bradstreet re- 
ports that business failures in 
the first week of the new year 
were 20 per cent higher than 
a year ago. At the same time, 
new business incorporations fell 
15 per cent in November. High- 
er costs have squeezed profits. 
Many small business men can’t 
raise prices or get tide-over 
loans. Housing starts are down. 
Lumber and hardware dealers 
are feeling the consequences. 

All around are evidences of 
tight money and increased com- 
petition. These are “traditional 
symptoms of advanced stages of 
business upswings,” to quote 
the First National City Bank of 
New York. And yet, as the 


‘bank sagely observes, “the at- 
titude of ‘things are just too 
good to last’ is not an adequate 


basis for expecting a down- 
turn. 


In the coming year, defense 
expenditures are certain to 
rise—and quickly—a_ re- 
sponse to the new cold war. 
Economic aid to Great Brit- 
ain and other countries—an 
aftermath of the Suez crisis 
—will increase. The Presi- 
dent looks toward better 
trade relations (and perhaps 
aid) with Poland and Hun- 
gary. State and local gov- 
ernments are intent on build- 
ing roads, schools, and hos- 
pitals. The President, in his 
message, re-emphasized the 
need for more school rooms. 
And the Federal roadbuild- 
ing program is likely to pro- 
‘fide an economic “uptow” 
before the year is done. 
Those are urgencies of the 


times and cushions against re- 
| cession. In 1956, the U.S. econ- 
omy withstood a 25° drop in 
auto output and a 15% drop 
in housing starts without a 
crisis. Indeed, with prosper- 
ity 


“Rising readjustment” is the 


First National City Bank’s word 
for that phenomenon. To me, 
slow auto sales and slack in 
home-building at this time are 
recession insurance. We need 
to save up some demand for 
late 1957 and early 1958—in 
case General Electric’s action 
presages a letdown in the capi- 
tal-goods boom.

10 BE PAID 10 STATE 


Supreme Court Upholds 


Award of Remaining Fire 
Insurance Rate Refunds.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 14— 


Transfer to the State Treasury 
of $933,000 in unclaimed fire 
insurance rate refunds, result- 
ing from prolonged litigation 
over Missouri rate increases 
which began in 1930, was 
ordered today by the Missouri 
Supreme Court, 


Division No, 2 of the court 


affirmed a ruling by Cole coun- 
ty circuit court ordering the 
unclaimed rate refunds trans- 
ferred to the state under the 
_Missouri escheat law. This was 
done in a suit instituted by At- 
torney General John M. Dalton. 


The unclaimed rate refunds 


were part of approximately 
$10,000,000 in refunds ordered 
by the United States District 
Court in Kansas City as an aft- 
ermath to knocking out of the 
notorious O'Malley fire insur- 
ance rate compromise of the 
early 1930s. 


The courts held 117 stock fire 


insurance companies in Mis- 
souri illegally collected excess 
premiums and ordered refunds. 
Court custodians returned to 
policyholders who could be lo- 
cated all of the excess pre- 
miums except $933,000. 


Former Insurance Superin- 


pote R. Emmett O'Malley of 


Kansas City and the late “Boss” 


Tom Pendergast of Kansas City 
received federal prison terms on 
tax charges as an outgrowth of 
the rate compromise. 


The Supreme Court opinion 


today pointed out that thou- 
sands of policyholders did not 
receive refunds, despite efforts 
to find them. No individual 
policyholder contested the state 
suit to transfer the funds to 
the state, but provision is made 


in the state escheat law to make 


claims against the fund within 
two years.

I should now like to express a 
juror’s feelings. First, I wish to 
express appreciation to Judge Aron- 

~ son for reading the last two grand 
jury reports. Any conscientious 
juror who has served will acknowl- 
edge that practically all recommen- 
dations made by grand juries con- 
cerning the inspection and adminis- 
tration of public buildings, con- 
tained in their reports, are rarely 

“ read or heard of after publication 
in the newspapers. 

You will find them filed in an 
inactive filing cabinet in the Cir- 
cuit Attorney’s office with no ap- 
parent follow-up on the part of the 
court except in very few instances. 
These inspections are made in ac- 
cordance with the privilege ex- 
tended to all grand juries who de- 
sire to show concern for the wel- 
fare of our city. 

I should also like to inform the 
judge that the foreman, as well as 
the other members of the panels 
on which I served was not in any 
way influenced by the Circuit At- 
torney’s office. We dictated our 
own opinions and would have 
strongly opposed and resented any 
effort on the part of anyone else 

‘to speak for us. 

May I also remind the judge that 
all the people whose names are 
placed in the grand jury wheel are 
exclusively of the judges’s selection. 

.. That is the only way the names 
_~reach the wheel. 

Perhaps a manual containing full 
instructions on the duties of a grand 
juror would be helpful in letting 
him know the limitation of the func- 
tion and scope of the grand jury.

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Two Reforms for Missouri 


Missourians will expect James T. Blair Jr. to 
provide them with firm, imaginative leadership 
as Governor. If he lives up to those expecta- 
tions, his reward four years hence will be exact- 
ly the same as if he turns out to be another 
Forrest Smith—forced retirement. It is unsound, 
but it is the law. The State Constitution pro- 
hibits a governor from succeeding himself. 

Gov. Blair has been close to the execu- 
tive center of state government long enough to 
have become familiar with it. And so it ought 
not to take long for him to learn the job. That 
will be a gain. But in many cases it takes a new 
Governor a year or two to master all the details 
of the office. By that time he is approaching 
the halfway mark of his single term and his in- 
fluence begins to evaporate. Neither the legisla- 
tors nor the rank-and-file members of his own 
administration pay him the same heed as in the 
days immediately following his inauguration.

The prohibition against gubernatorial succes- 
sion is designed to prevent the perpetuation of 
a ruling clique in the executive office. It does 
that all right, but it exacts too great a price. It 
prevents the people from re-electing a good 
man. And in fact, it tends to discourage many 
good men from seeking the office in the first 
place. Why should they? Where will they go 
after four years? Qualified persons who are of- 
fered important state jobs in which service is at 
the Governor's pleasure ask themselves the 
same questions. Many decline to serve, and the 
state is the loser. 

In our opinion the people themselves are the 
proper repository of the power to limit guberna- 
torial succession. Through the ballot box they 
ought to be in position to rehire a Governor 
who has served well and to discharge a Gover- 
nor who has fallen short of the standard the 
office demands. To that end the Legislature 
ought to adopt for submission to the people an 
amendment removing the constitutional prohi- 
bition against a governor succeeding himself. 

* . . 

At the same time the General Assembly 
should adopt and submit in a separate proposal 
a plan for the off-year election of Governor and 
Lieutenant Governor. This reform would tend to 
make the gubernatorial contest one in which 
state issues would be predominant, rather than 
permitting national affairs fo overshadow the 
election as generally happens now. 


Only rarely since the turn of the century has 
the Governor been of a different political party 
than that of the presidential candidate who car- 
ried the state. Phil M. Donnelly is one of these 
exceptions. There were only two others. 

Democrat Joseph W. Folk won in 1904 when 
Theodore Roosevelt carried the state for Presi- 
dent. Even then all the rest of the Republican 
state ticket won. And in 1940 Republican For- 
rest C. Donnell scraped through by a hairline 
edge of 3613 while Franklin D. Roosevelt car- 
ried the state for the Democrats by 87,467. 


Removal of the prohibition against guberna- 
torial succession, and election of the state’s chief 
executive at a time when state issues can be ex- 
amined free of national influences are reforms 
that can serve only to make Missouri stronger. 
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As the President Flies Over 


President Eisenhower is not visiting Missouri 
on his three-day air tour of the drouth-stricken 
Midwest and Southwest, as the cartoon today 
makes plain. Missouri officials will have a chance 
to talk with him and his advisers only by going to 
Wichita, Kan., one of the several places where 
the Washington party will alight. 

Our farmers and cattlemen must hepe 
that this will suffice to convince the Pres- 
ident and his advisers of Missouri's needs. Sec- 
retary Benson has so far turned down this state’s 
pleas because of statistics on a few leading 
crops. 

The farmers and cattlemen, however, are 
not faced with statistics but a condition. It is 
this condition which the presidential party 
should be acquainting itself with in Missouri, 
and in other states which are not scheduled on 
the tour.

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Chou En-lai Changes His Tune 

Chou En-lai is in Warsaw trying to convince 
the Poles that Soviet Russia’s primacy must be 
recognized by the entire Communist world. In 
Warsaw he talks quite differently than he did in 
New. Delhi and at stops in Southeast Asia 
where he advocated the “five principles” of 
peace and good will. : 

In fact the Red Chinese Premier and Foreign 
Minister has now become an out-and-out advo- 
cate of Moscow and, most particularly, a revived 
Stalinism, Why has he become such an ardent 
traveling salesman for the Kremlin? 


There must be some pressing reason. It was 
only last October that Peiping was praising 
Polish nationalism and saying that there were 
more roads than one leading to “true Socialism.” 
Then came the massacres in Hungary and Chou 
was called home precipitously from his South 
Asian tour to confer with the party chief, Mao 
Tse-tung, and then sent to Moscow. Next, the 
tour of the satellites began. 

Chou and Mao must have decided that advo- 
cating coexistence is not as important as up- 
holding the cult of personality that Stalin prac- 
ticed. And in addition they are dependent on So- 
viet Russia for practically all their military sup- 
plies. Those two reasons may account for Chou’s 
ardent advocacy of the Kremlin on his satel- 
lite tour. :

Despite the Evidence 

Senator McClellan of Arkansas charges that 
President Eisenhower hever produced the “body 
of evidence” on improper lobbying which the 
President cited in vetoing the natural gas bill 
last year. 

Mr. Eisenhower surely should not have to 
supply Senator McClellan with much evidence. 
Part of the evidence was common knowledge. 
Senator Francis Case of South Dakota told of 
an effort by an oil company lobbyist to con- 
tribute $2500 to his campaign fund. A Senate in- 
vestigating committee confirmed “an attempt 
to influence . . . the vote of a member.” Is that 
not evidence? 

Just Jast month the Superior Oil Co. and two 
lawyers’ involved in the Case affair were fined 
and the lawyers were given suspended jail sen- 
tences for violating the lobbying law. Is that not 
evidence? — 

Moreover, Senator McClellan’s own special in- 
vestigating committee discovered that the gas 
and oil lobby had spent $2,000,000 in 15 months

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“To Protect the Party .. .’ 

Our staff correspondent, Carl R. Baldwin, in 
an interview in Sunday's Post-Dispatch with 
Orville E. Hodge, quoted words of the impris- 
oned ex-State Auditor that ought to be known 
to every citizen of Illinois from Freeport to 
Cairo, Hodge said that efforts have been made 
to put all the blame for the $1,500,000 theft of 
state funds on his shoulders “to protect the 
Republican party.” 

The correspondent naturally asked Hodge just 
what he meant by this statement. The former 
official, who is now a convict at Menard state 
penitentiary, declined to amplify what he had 
said. 

What else can Hodge have meant than that 
there were others involved and that he bore the 
brunt of the blame so as not to cost the Repub- 
lican party its control of the state government 
in Illinois? 

In view of the now-established fact that the 
Hodge lootings began in 1953, his first year in 
the Auditor's office, it becomes all the more 
improbable that no other elected state officials 
knew what was going on. 

The newly elected Illinois Legislature has 
now convened. Is it going to be content not to 
conduct a searching investigation into all the 
facts?

gurated for a second term—a term he won by 
the skin of his teeth and only because he rode 
President Eisenhower's coattails.’

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A Poser for Suburbanites 

Two common misbeliefs which support the 
balkanization of the St. Louis area have been 
challenged by the Metropolitan St. Louis Sur- 
vey. These misbeliefs are that a citizen gets 
cheaper government in a suburb than in the 
city, and that he enjoys more participation in 
government as well. 

Prof. Paul G. Steinbicker, co-director of the 
survey and head of St. Louis University’s de- 
partment of government, announced the find- 
ings. One was that the cost of government in the 
City of St. Louis is $112 per capita, while the 
cost in St. Louis county is $109. The “saving” 
for a county resident is $3, but what kind of a 
Saving is it if he gets far fewer public services 
for his money? Only 15 county communities pro- 
vide all the services considered essential in the 
city; many provide none at all. 


Moreover, Prof. Steinbicker says, the report 
disproves the idea that “the smaller the govern- 
ment unit, the greater is citizen participation 
in local government.” Citizen participation is 
mostly up to the citizen, and there is no reason 
to believe that a citizen of Overland, for exam- 
ple, devotes more time to local government than 
a citizen of St. Louis. 


Perhaps these initial findings of the Metro- 
politan St. Louis Survey will not support an im- 
mediate demand for consolidating local govern- 
ments, but they ought to help break down some 
of the psychological walls between one commu- 
nity and another in this metropolis.

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Issue of Fast ‘Write-Offs’ 

There are hints that the steel industry may 
ask Congress to restore the fast “write-offs” 
allowed during the war to stimulate plant ex- 
pansion, but recently held inapplicable to plants 
planned under present building programs. 

It was proper enough to terminate a wartime 
measure, but Congress certainly may consider 
whether the device also has a peacetime utility, 
The steel companies and other industries, too; 
argue that without the fast depreciation allow- 
ance, the financing of new plants becomes too 
expensive. So there is talk of slowing down 
expansion plans and even of abandoning them 
in part. By reducing the quantities of available 
steel and other highly necessary materials, this 


could slow down many other branches of the 
National economy. 


On the other hand, tax concessions could 
induce “too many people to try to do too much 
at the same time”—the reason given by General 
Electric for a slow-down of its expansion pro- 
gram even before the denial of the fast “write- 
offs.” Such a high demand ‘for materials could 
induce scarcity and mounting prices to a degree 
perhaps as great as scarcity caused by a short- 
age of production facilities. 

What is desirable. is the “happy medium” 
which makes for staBility. This is not easily 
determined, but Congress will have to give some 
thought to it. At the same time, Congress should 
consider the general tax structure which must 
be fairly balanced, and which also must produce 
needed revenues. Beyond that there can be 
little argument about using taxes as economic 
regulators just as the Federal Reserve Board 
uses the rediscount rate. -This has become so 


much a matter of practice that objections are 
largely theoretical.

But M.U. and other 
state schools are losing scores of valu- 
able teachers to industry and univer- 
sities that pay higher salaries. 


Particularly in construction for men- 
tal health, the bonds fall far short of 
the need. But even more necessary is 


. reorganization of the department of 


mental diseases under a five-man pro- 
fessional board to carry out a genuine 
program of curing mental ailments. 


All along the line inadequate staffs 
and poor pay hurt the efficiency of 
Missouri government and curtail serv- 
ices. 

This year the Legislature surely must 
face up to the terrible loss of life in 
traffic. A maximum speed law, a big- 
ger highway patrol and revision of the 
license and highway laws are minimum 
requirements. 

The Assembly undoubtedly will face 
new assaults by organized labor upon 
the King-Thompson law that protects 
the public against utility shutdowns. 
Higher unemployment compensation 
will be another labor goal. Demands 
for more liberal aid to dependent chil- 
dren and eld age assistance are certain. 


The Legislature will consider the es- 
tablishment of a drouth disaster fund, 
the future of Lincoln University and 
revisions in the cigarette tax law. An- 
other attempt for annual legislative ses- 
sions is likely. Numerous recommenda- 
tions of the “Little Hoover’ Commis- 
sion report of 1955 remain to be acted 
upon. 

The problems add up to a historic op- 
portunity for the Sixty-ninth General 
Assembly. The pattern will be set by 
the new Governor, James T. Blair. The 
results of the next few months in Jef- 
ferson City will be determined by lead- 
ership, party responsibility and the 
quality of the Legislature. 


Rubies, Ruins and a New State 
From the National Geographic Society Bulletin 


Retirement of India’s principal ruling 
prince, the Nizam of Hyderabad, — 
out a lingering trace of the Mogul - 
pire in the heart of the subcontinent. 

India in 1948 acquired Hyderabad, the 
most populous and second largest of the 
princely states. But it permitted the 
aging Nizam, long reputed to be one of 
the richest men on earth, to retain his 
throne. Now, with the prince’s decision 
to step down; the state as such ceases 
to exist. The multi-tongued, history- 
steeped region of south central India 
has been subdivided on a language 
basis among adjacent states of the In- 
dian Union. 


During most of his 45-year reign, the 
Nizam was absolute ruler of a sovereign 
state comparable in area and population 
—now 18,655,000—to Pennsylvania and 
Ohio combined. His personal land hold- 
ings exceeded the size of Massachusetts. 
Although the shy monarch seldom ven- 
tured outside his domain, fantastic 
legends about him circulated around 
the. world. 


The Nizam was depicted as a frugal 
billionaire who mended his own clothes, 
drove an old car, ate only one meal a 


day, left gold bricks lying around pal- 
ace gardens, kept fabulous jewels in 


‘dusty trunks and shoe boxes, and used 


a fist-size emerald as a paperweight. 


Close to Hyderabad city stand the 
ruins of Golconda, once a city of a mil- 
lion people and the fortress capital of 
the old kingdom of Deccan, The king- 
dom was absorbed into the Mogul Em- 
pire in 1687. Collapse of the empire 
shattered India. From the ruins 
emerged hundreds of princely states. 


A Mogul viceroy of the Deccan set up 
Hyderabad as an autonomous state in 
1724 and founded the dynasty of ruling 
Nizams. Under the Moslem Nizams, 
Hyderabad developed as a center of 
Islamic culture in India although the 
state’s growing population was chiefly 
Hindu. The official state language was 
Urdu, an old Mogul dialect, 


Today the Indian Government is giv- 
ing top priority to agriculture, educa- 
tion, and the development of Hydera- 
bad’s rich mineral deposits. One irriga- 
tion-hydroelectric project will be the 
largest in India. In two years, 4200 
primary schools and 500 adult training 
centers were opened.

But who 
sings this official song (It mentions 
corn, too, in the second verse, “see 
yonder fields of tasseled corn” and 
“fairest state of all the West.”) 


The Corn Song, we feel sure, will 
linger on at conventions, political gath- 
erings, and in drinking spots. But that 
doesn’t satisfy us. We want it to be 
respectable, too. It deserves considera- 
tion now by people from Ioway, “the 
best state in the land.” . 


Between Book Ends 


Topnotchers Among Westerns 


BRANDED WEST: WESTERN WRITERS 
OF AMERICA ANTHOLOGY, edited by 
Don Ward. (Houghton Mifflin, 242 pgs., 
$3.) 

Here is an anthology of Western 
short stories, picked by the Western 
Writers of America and representative 
of the best work by some of the top 
notchers in the business. While the 
Western story seems to go on forever, 
it does change from year to year and 
today there is a greater measure of 
realism resulting from closer attention 
to historical fact for accuracy in back- 
ground setting, and from fuller, more 
careful treatment of the elements of 
characterization and motivation. The 
better writers in the field today give 
us those extras, but not at the sacri- 
fice of the things which have made 
the Western story great in the old tra- 
dition: color, action and plot, 

Editor Don Ward has made a dis- 
criminating selection of stories for this 
year’s anthology that show a high qual- 
ity of writing, a variety of subject mat- 
ter and a freshness of approach in the 
manner demanded today. 

Among the short stories selected is 
one by Tom W. Blackburn, entitled 
“Pelado,” in which Emory Richards, 
after a bank robbery, kills his partner 
in crime and abducts a Mexican girl. 
How the husband of the girl tracks 
Emory down is excitingly told. How 
the old marshal of a Western town out- 
wits a mob which is trying to lynch a 
prisoner, is well told in Will C. Brown’s 
“The Marshal and the Mob.” 

“Message Delayed,” by Allen Vaugh- 
an Elston, is the story of a man saved 
from execution, when the cattle lick 
the Salt away, revealing a hidden mes- 
sage and the name of the real killer. 
“The Marriage of Mdon Wind,” by Bill 
Gulick, is the hilarious story of a moun- 
tain man.and his wooing of an Indian 
squaw. 

These and 10 other stories, by such 
eminent writers as S. Omar Barker, 
Todhunter Ballard, Hal Evarts and 
others, add up to an outstanding col- 
lection of Western short stories that 
assures the reader an evening of ex- 
cellent entertainment.

Close to the Edge 


GIOVANNIT’S ROOM, by James Baldwin. 
(Dial Press, 249 pgs. $3.) 


While the modern attitude among the 
sophisticates is a knowing reiteration 
of old Terence’s “humani nihil a me 
alienum puto,” certainly such stories 
as this form a severe test for any man 
with a set of values that takes prece- 
dence over simple toleration of man’s 
frailties. 

To put it bluntly, this is an unpleas- 
ant account of a young American’s 
homosexual menage with a decadent 
Italian bartender in the sex slums of 
Paris. The affair brings the bartender 
to murder, the American to nihilism 
(or is it Existentialism today?), and 
sends his former fiancee, a hazily con- 
ceived American girl back to the States 
in tears, despair, and broken in heart. 

Neither the moral ending for the 
perverse triangle, nor the pseudo-poetic 
writing save this imitation of early 
Hemingway in setting, plot, and char- 
acters, from being a tasteless bore be- 
fore it ends. If Baldwin> who was 
hailed and possibly spoiled for his first 
novel, “Go Tell It on the Mountain,” 
was serious about this new effort, it is 
30 years too late for originality about 
the Left Bank expatriate. If an in- 
tended shocker, it is tiresome and gives 
off a bad smell.

OBINSON has been a 
R credit to baseball.

first Negro to crash the 
maiors, he had the ability to 
make good against odds. He 
became a batting champion, 
a world series hero. 

His ability roused other 
owners to the possibility of 
sienin® other worthy Negroes, 
with the result that the likes 
of Larry Doby, Don New- 
combe. Ernie Banks and Hank 
Aaron, among others, were 
given the opportunity to ex- 
ploit natural aptitudes. 

Unfortunatelv. from this 
viownint. Jackie has let h#h- 
self slip as a public figure. He 
became crotchety instead of 
tolerant. Some of his remarks 
were as ill-timed and urnec- 
essarv as those with which he 
has sicrelized his retirement. 

He has done nothing wrong, 
of course, but in recent vears 
he engendered the feeling, 
even among his most ardent 
admirers. that he wasnt 
reo''v being himself, the old 
Jacvie Robinson. 

Vay down deep in the Rob- 
insen heart, he wanted to 
some day manage the Dodg- 
ers. It was an understandable 
ambition. To be the first Ne- 
gro ever to pilot a big-league 
club would have been a fit- 
ting climax to his career—and 
wien it wasn't forthcoming, 
Iya atraid Jackie grew a 
t*fle more bitter. When he 
was shipped down the river, 
so to speak, he couldn't quite 
take fi. 

The fact that he “sold out” 
to a magazine for money (‘on 
his retirement) is not of 
great moment, although he 
eould have taken both the 
Dodgers and his newspaper 
friends into his confidence 
ard thus enharced both his 
dignitv and self-esteem. 

That he didn’t is just one 
of those things. which will 
give him a lifetime for justi- 
fication. 

Actually, Jackie has taken 
a lot of time and trouble to 
justify himself over matters 
which he seemed too intent 
on creating after the pattern 
of a Frankenstein.

THAT IS WHY documentaries like “Air Power” 
can never be wholly honest, because while they can 
dwell at any length on heroism and military brilliance, 
they have got to.be careful about cowardice and mili- 
tary stupidity with which wars also abound. The 
producers of “Air Power,’ for example, ran into very 
large trouble with the Air Force when they inti- 
mated that the first Ploesti raid was a very large 
defeat, the Air Force contending it didn’t know 
what defeat was. 

The finished program on the Ploesti raids, there- 
fore, was a bit of a compromise between truth and 
the feelings of the Air Force but it was a fine and 
exciting film, though the facts, I think, were even 
grimmer. “Air Power” is at its best when it is most 
human, [In the chatter between pilots, snatches of 
huntor, glimpses of faces. In “The Battle of Britain,” 
Hitler's fatal error was a simple burst of quite human 
anger at a relatively harmless RAF raid against Ber- 
lin which led him to divert the Luftwaffe from the 
RAF to retaliatory attacks on London, It lost him %& 
the Battle of Britain and ultimately the war. 3 
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“THE BATTLE OF BRITAIN” was narrated by & 
Michael Redgrave with. occasional bursts from that & 
most able narrator, Winston Churchill. This was ¢: 
appropriate. It was a British battle and it cried for 4%: 
British voices. The others are narrated by Walter ti 
Cronkite and the emphasis both in voice and prose 
is on under-playing, letting the pictures tell the story. 
Airplanes taking off, airplanes landing, the bark 
of machine guns, the pattern of bombs dropping from % 
airplanes—these are all photographic cliches and I 
won't pretend that there isn’t too much of this 
because there is, but the meaning of air power and 
its terribly rapid development during the war comes 
across vividly despite it. And, of course, this isn't 
altogether a World War II series. The series encom- 
passes the dawn of aviation and will go way Beyond 
the war to the cold war, the Berlin airlift, Korea and 
finally the “ultimate’’ weapon—the missile.

Second, promotions will 
be made on proved ability and 
the bureau will be responsible 
only to the Attorney General.” 

The Attorney General scowled 
and said, “I wouldn't give it to 
you under any other conditions. 
That's all. Good day.” 

In those first months, Hoover 
leaned heavily on Stone for sup- 
port. And he received it. The 
Bureau was in disrepute. De- 
mands were being heard across 
the country that the Bureau be 
disbanded ‘and its work dis- 
tributed througnout the other 
departments and agencies of 
government. 

Hoover believed strongly that 
the Department of Justice 
should have lawyers and ac- 
countants trained in collecting 
evidence. He recognized that 
the Government's cases too 
often were not presented prop- 
erly because the evidence was 
gathered in a haphazard fashion 
by untrained agents. Yet the 
collection of evidence was the 
basis for proving innocence or 
guilt. 

Stone and Hoover had no dif- 
ficulty agreeing on basic policies 
for the Bureau. Three days 
after Hoover's appointment, it 
was agreed: 

1. The Bureau would be a 
fact-finding organization, and

its activities would be limited 
strictly to investigations of 
violation of Federal laws. 


2. Investigations would be 
made at and under the direction 
of the Attorney General. 

3. The incompetents and un- 
reliables would be discharged 
as quickly as possible. 


4. All the “dollar-a-year” 
men, “honorary agents” and 
@hers not regularly employed 
would be cut from the rolls. 


5. No new appointments 
would be made without the At- 
torney General’s approval—and 
preference would be given to 
men of good character and 
ability who had some legal 
training.

He began issuing a rapid fire 
series of orders to agents, who 
were startled by the sudden 
and unexpected burst of atten- 
tion from Washington. 

Bureau records indicate that 
many agents dismissed the 
whole thing as a passing flurry 
—they were confident that if 
they sat around long enough, 
it would go away, and that if it 
didn’t, they could always write 
their Sepator or Representative. 
Other agents expressed delight, 
because they glimpsed the hope 


of an organization of which 
they could be proud. 

The slow, difficult job of re- 
organization was a two-pronged 
campaign. On one side was the 
fight to weed out the patronage 
hacks, to enforce the new code 
of conduct and to weld the or- 
ganization into an_ efficient 
force. On the other side was 
the battle to convince members 
of Congress and political lead- 
ers of both parties that the Bu- 
reau was no longer a dumping 
ground for patronage appoint- 
ments. 

o + i 
HERE can be no under- 
T standing of te modern FBI 
without an understanding of 
Hoover's views on discipline. 
His code of conduct became a 
way of life for those who 
wished to stay in the Bureau. 

He was called a bureaucrat 
who was unreasonable in his 
demands on the people who 
worked in the Bureau. He for- 
bade his agents to drink whisky 
either publicly or privately as 
long as the prohibition law was 
on the books. 


His men had to be neat in 
dress and discreet in their hab- 
its. He regarded them as rep- 
resentatives of the Bureau 
whether they were at work or 
enjoying a social evening with 
friends. And even the clerks 
and stenographers and other 
Bureau employes had to meas- 
ure up to strict standards. 


It took Hoover roughly three 
years to shake down the Bureau 
of Investigation and to perfect 
the basic organization which 
was to become renowned for 
its efficiency. Through all the 
formative years, Hoover main- 
tained a close friendship with 
Stone, who remained in the 
Department of Justice for 11 
months and then was appointed 
to the Supreme Court. 

On Jan. 2, 1932, Stone wrote 
Hoover: 

“I often look back to the 
days when I first made your 
acquaintance in the Department 
of Justice, and it is always a 
comfort to me to see how com- 
pletely you have confirmed my 
judgment when I decided to 
place you at the head of the Bu- 
reau of Investigation. The Gov- 
ernment can now take pride in 
the Bureau instead of feeling 
obliged to apologize for it.” 

And so the wheel had turned.

Fix It Yourself

Scratches in Floors. 


E have, over a period of 
W sears. figured a good many 

excuses as to why it’s a 
bad thing to rearrange furni- 
ture and one of them is that it 
is apt to scratch the finish on 
wood floors. Trouble is that 
now our wife knows how to 
take care of these scratches so 
we'll have to go back to one of 
our other excuses such as a 
bad back. 


Very fine scratches in the 
‘loor finish can usually be re- 
moved simply by rubbing them 
with fine steel wool that has 
been saturated in turpentine. 
Be sure to rub in. the direc- 
tion of the wood grain. When 
the scratch has been removed, 
touch up the area with paste 
wax. If the scratch has gone 
right through the finish into 
the wood, sand the area down 
with very fine sandpaper and 
then fill the scratch in the 
wood with a wood filler. This 


can be tinted before it’s applied 
with an oil stain to match the 
color of the floor. When the 
filler is dry, sand it down light- 
ly with fine sandpaper and then 


touch up the area with either 
shellac, Varnish or a floor seal 
depending on which was used 


as a finish for the floor. Shel- 
lac should be thinned down 
with denatured alcohol and 


varnish with turpentine so that 
the coating is fairly thin. Two 
or three coats should be ap- 
plied allowing each coat to dry 
before the next is applied. 
When the final coat is dry, rub 
it down slightly with a fine 
steel wool to cut the gloss so 
that the patch will match the 
rest of the floor. After this, 
touch up with wax.

Gyorgy Nyiri Tells How Crowd Came 
To Protest and Stayed to Fight the 


Secret Police; His Dazed Return Home 


ACTED AS INTERPRETER, 


This is the second article in 
a series giving a dramatic ac- 
count of the terror that existed 
in Hungary during the recent 
uprising. The author is Jim 
Bishop, who wrote the best-sell- 
ing book “The Day Lincoln Was 
Shot.” Bishop spent one week 
talking to the Gyor Nyiris, 
a family of Hungarian refugees, 
who described to him in detail 
what it was like when the lights 
went out in Budapest and of 
their flight through darkness to 
safety in America.

T 9 p.m. there was bedlam 
in Budapest. Like a small 
cancer which has yet to 
spread, the trouble was con- 
fined to a small area on the 
heart of the nation. On Brodi 
Sandor, two streets were black 


with people and ruddy with 
flames. On three sides of the 
building housing Radio Kos- 


suth, 70 blue hats (secret police) 
fired sporadically into the 
crowd. They could not miss. 

Out of the crowd came stones, 
They rattled off _.e wall of 
Radio Kossuth and, from the 
second and third floors, blue 
hats tossed smoke bombs into 
the crowd below and the smoke 
billowed up ruddy in the reflec- 
tion of burning trucks. Resi- 
dents of Brodi Sandor came out 
with buckets and garden hoses 
to fight the contagion of the 
flames. The people were in- 
filtrating through the museum 
gardens on the side of the radio 
station. 


At home Hungarians listened 
to Radio Kossuth and heard the 
same marching record played 
over and over, with no an- 
nouncements between, and they 
heard what sounded like shots 
being fired. A medium tank 
turned into the street behind 
the crowd and men fell away 
from it like a human bow wave. 
The top opened and a tanker 
in helmet stuck his head up 
and he carried an old Hungar- 
ian flag. The men in the crowd 
roared their approval and some 
women broke down and cried. 

Two ambulances tried to fol- 
low the tank into the street to 
pick up the wounded and the 
dead. The crowd was suspicious. 
The people turned the ambu- 
lances away. A few firemen got 
in on foot and, in burnished 
helmets, fought the flames 
along the row of houses. They 
carried hose lengths and found 
that these had the wrong fit- 
tings for the hydrants. When 
the correct fittings arrived, the 
firemen found that they had 
forgotten to bring nozzles. By 
the time the nozzles arrived, 
the crowd snatched the hose- 
lines from the firemen and 
turned the water on the blue 
hats. 


* * * 


N FRONT, many of the crowd 
| vetted that the icy water was 

drenching the people. It was 
turned off. The people were 
cutting the hose to shreds when 
word filtered through the crowd 
that the Government would 
permit 10 students inside Radio 
Kossuth to present their de- 
mands. 

There were two reasons for 
this: One was that the Soviet 
garrison to the southwest could 
not relieve the radio staton for 
24 hours: the other was that of- 
ficials inside the station had 
just been informed that 30 blue 
hats had been cut off by the 
crowd on the side of the build- 
ing 

Ten students went inside. 
The crowd waited. In 10 min- 
utes, the crowd was demanding 


to know where the students 
were. 
In 15 minutes, the crowd be- 


gan to press forward again. At 
the twentieth minute, the 10 
students appeared on the bal- 
cony in the light of the dying 
flames and they tried to address 
the people through hand mega- 
phones. 

Someone below yelled: “Down 
with Gero!” and, in a trice, the 
whole crowd took up the chant. 
No one could be heard. “Down 
with the secret police!’ the 
crowd roared. “Down with 
Communism! Down with Gero!” 
From abové the students; some- 
one tossed a smoke bomb deep 
into the crowd. In the windows 
of the radio station, blue apos- 
trophes appeared as blue hats 
began to use machine pistols 
and rifles. In the crowd, peo- 
ple began to drop in silence. 

On the side street, the blue 
hats who were cut off watched 
the people move them to the 
wall and they began to whim- 
per. For the first time, the peo- 
ple showed mercy. 

“We did not come here to 
kill you!” they shouted. “We 
came here to speak our de- 
mandg#:> In front of the build- 
ing, Gyorgy Nyiri counted 30 
men and women dead and dy- 
ing. All had been rolled up 
close to the curb to keep them 
from being trampled on.

complete darkness, so men took 
stones and threw them at the 
street lights. One by one, the 
lights went out. The people 
moved .in gloom. A roar came 
from the direction of Kossuth 
Ut and Bartok Bella Ut. Six 
tanks were coming in. They 
were followed by 15 vehicles, 
some of which were half tracks 
and troop carriers. The blue 
hats had failed the Govern- 
ment, and now the Government 
had called upon the Hungarian 
army garrison at the Western 
railroad station. 

Nvyiri was throwing stones 
when he saw the big silhouettes 
in the dark. They rumbled 
straight down the street. The 


factorv foreman also saw the 
fat cannon in the front. Then, 
as the tanks drew closer, he 


saw civilians riding on top of 
the tanks. The hatches opened 
and some non-commissioned of- 
ficers jumped up and yelled to 
the crowd: “We're with you, 
boys!”’ 

The people,.in joy, climbed 
on the tanks like ants on dying 
beetles. They showed the tank- 
ers the bodies lying in the gut- 
ters and the soldiers said that 
they had at first believed the 
Government, which had an- 
nounced that hoodlums were 
menacing the radio station. The 
tankers conferred and said that 
they chose not to take part inthe 
fighting, but that they would 
do nothing to stop the people. 
Besides, they said, the Russians 
had given them no cannon am- 
munition.

NE by ‘one the _ soldiers 
) sneaked off the troop carri- 

ers .nd out of the tanks and, 
in the dark, they carried rifles 
and light machi: guns into 
buildings across the street from 
Radio Kossuth. The non-com- 
missioned officers drove the 
tanks down the street to a point 
next to the lone tank which had 
been standing there and, with 
their six, they made a steel 
barricade. It blocked the front 
of the radio station. 

The civilians got Weapons 
The weapons arrived in drib- 
lets, but the driblets never 
stopped. Muzzle flashes began 
to show from the crowd. ihe 
blue hats scurried inside Radio 
Kossuth. On the side of the 
building, the crowd permitted 
the 30 isolated Secret Police to 
join their fellows. Soldiers 
leaned on muddy tank treads 
and aimed and began to break 
every windew in Radio Kossuth. 
Then they shot out the remain- 
ing street lights and now the 
baby revolution moved into 
the phase where the hunters 
were hunted. 

Someone in the dark handed 
a rifle to Nviri. He heard two 
soldiers call to some Civilians to 
take the half-tracks back to the 
garrison and to pick up more 
weapons and ammunition. This 
was done and others took two 
trucks and drove across Lanc7- 
hid Bridge into Buda and took 
brand ‘new weapons from the 
Hungarian Army Arsenal at Fo 
Utea. 

The revolution, at 11 p.m. on 
Oct. 23, began to spread. Four 
cars full of men drove south to 
Czepel, an island in the Danube. 
If the Soviet Union had loyal 
friends, they would be here be- 
cause this was a workers para- 
dise, with new low-rent apart- 
ments around the corner from 
factories. There were parks and 
playgrounds and Communists 
steeped in party discipline. 

It was, so far, a bare-handed 
revolution. Everyone knew that 
even now the Russian soldiers 
were tumbling out of their bar- 
racks to the southwest and 
would be in Budapest late to- 
morrow, but there is also a 
time when orderly citizens like 
Gyorgy Nyiri feel that death 
is not too high a price for free- 
dom. The men in the cars got 
to Czepel before midnight and 
talked to the leaders of the 
workers. The listening faces 
were blank. A few questions 
were -asked. 

Then the @edicated Commu- 
nists said: “All right. You go 
back and defend Pest. We will 
defend Czepel. We will guard 
the factories.” 

The men who had come down 
from a street in flames smiled 
through their fatigue. They 
shook hands with their brothers. 
They had neutralized Czepel 
and this news, more than anv 
other, would sting the ears of 
the men in the Kremlin. 

The four cars raced north. 
On Brodi Sandor, workers be- 
gan to arrive carrying old Hun- 
garian flags and women began 
to leaye the scene for home. 
There was no leader. There 
was no order. Only the hearts 
were synchronized. Many civili- 
ans were given weapons and 
did not know how to fire or 
reload. Old men whe pleaded 
dim eyes were given hand 
grenades to throw. 

Nyiri and a small group of 
civilians broke into the Soviet 
library across the street from 
Radio Kossuth. The foreman

pockets. He turned to the front 
of the building and found four 
big bay windows. 

At 1 am. Radio Kossuth 
closed down, as it did every 
night. It was a tactical blun- 
der to have broadcast all eve- 
ning because the snapping sound 
of. rifle fire, the crackle of 
flames, and the unintelligible 
roar of the crowd was also 
broadcast. 

In the Soviet library 
from Radio Kossuth, Nyiri and 
his fellow patriots worked in 
the dark. Methodically they 
put thousands of Russian books 
to use. They stacked them be- 
fore four bay windows and then 
crouched behind them and fired 
at the muzzle flashes from the 
secret police across the street. 
In all, 25 Hungarians were now 
in the library, which stood a 
half story off the sidewalk. 

Down in the street, 500 men 
fired machine pistols and rifles 
indiscriminately. In Radio Kos- 
suth. the Communist bosses 
looked down at 20,000 men 
standing in darkness and de- 
cided that it would be impos- 
sible to kill them all. So the 
blue hats were ordered to hold 
their fire and to use ammunl- 
tion sparingly. 

Fog was coming in. It rolled 
in low’ and insulated the sta- 
tion from its tormentors, and 
vice versa. Men began to fire 
from memory. There was smoke 
everywhere and it would no 
longer lift. It stung the eyes 
and burned the lungs. The 
crowd thinned, and thousands 
went home. 

At 4 am. Nyiri was leaning 
against a window casement 
staring through his rifle sights 
at the fog. From Radio Kos- 
suth, a bullet pinged and tore 
a piece of brown sandstone 
from outside the window. It 
hit Nvyiri over the right eye 
and split the scalp and temple 
for an inch and a half and 
then bounced into the library. 


When the blood came, it 
blinded the right eye and Nyiri 
mopped it with a kerchief. He 
was embarrassed because others

Just as every trade, industry 
and profession gradually de- 
velops its own special language 
or jargon, so the workers on 
the newest and most challeng- 
ing frontier of science have 
been creating’ their own body 
of language to describe the 
techniques and materials used 
in their work. Characteristi- 
cally, they have in one short 
duanite developed a vocabulary 
of many hundreds of words— 
and the Esso Research people 
have gathered a few of them 
into a handy little glossary 
called “101 Atomic Terms.” 
Here are just a handful of the 
new words. 

An “ev,”’ to begin with, is an 
electron volt, a measurement of 
the amount of energy gained 
by an electron when it is acted 
upon by one volt. An “ev” 
doesn't really represent much 
energy—but that’s only the be- 
ginning. From the “ev” we go 
to the “mev’’—a million elec- 
tron volts—and beyond that to 
the “bev,” a billion’ electron 
icici volts. Now we are really cook- 
en ae ing with nuclear gas, because 
an electron possessing one bev 
of energy is traveling almost as 
fast as the speed of light—186,- 
000 miles per second. 

Naturally, when scientists are 
dealing with power of this 
magnitude, all sorts of precau- 
tions must be observed. So it’s 
perhaps not surprising that the 
thick-walled lead container in 
which radioactive materials are 
transported is called, somewhat 
morbidly, a “coffin.”

My Day 


England's 
Move for 
Closer Ties 


By Eleanor Roosevelt 


NEW YORK. 

REAT. BRITAIN’S recent 

moves make it quite evident 

that it is doing its best to 
rebuild the strained relations 
between our two countries. The 
choice of Harold Macmillan as 
the new Prime Minister should 
reassure us that in him we have 
a friend who understands us 
and who, as the son of an 
American mother, has a natural 
tie to this country. 

Perhaps, on our part, recog- 
nition of our inability to achieve 
basic 
questions still to be faced in 
the Near East would help to 
bring about better feeling. The 
two basic objectives, of course, 
are an arrangement by which 
the Suez canal is made a truly 
international waterway open to 


Ships of all nations, and 
peaceful settlement of the 
Arab-Israel situation. It was 


the lack of a solution which 
may have brought about some 
of the desperation that pushed 
Great Britain, France and even 
Israel to the use of force in an 
effort to achieve some kind of 
results. 
* * * 

IT WILL ALWAYS be regret- 
table that England and France 
did not go first to the United 
Nations. At the same time, we 
should begin to see the prob- 
lems they faced, for we are now 
confronted with the same kind 
of difficulties. Even though we 
bring 80 nations together to 
confer on those two basic ques- 
tions, 
progress as yet. 


we have made no great | 


From reactions here, we are | 


evidently pleased by Mr. Mac- | 
millan’s appointment, and we 
recognize that the personal 


tragedy of Anthony Eden is one 
of those things that happen in 
political life, Yet all the ad- 
justments are not necessarily 
to be made only on one side. 
In contacts with British, French 
and other western European of- 
ficials, one does hear criticism 
of the United States attitude in 
this whole tragic situation. 
* - 


OUR OBJECTIVE is to keep | 


the Soviets from gaining control 
in the Near East and Far East, 
and to win to our side the un- 
committed nations of Asia and 
Africa. I think this must be 
done by better understanding 
between the United States, 
Great Britain and France. When 
we lose our oldest allies, we 
lose considerable influence, and 
somehow I feel that this will 
not be permanently replaced by 
any short-term gains. 


Apparently we have almost 
céased to communicate with 
those two nations except in the 
most formal fashion. Those of 
us who remember how World 
War II was won will recall that 
in spite of difficulties there 
was constant and close com- 
munication leading to better 
understanding and more effec- 
tive collaboration. 


I think this should be kept 
in mind, and whatever needs 
to be done here to regain the 
confidence of Great Britain and 
France should be done. Cer- 
tainly we wish Prime Minister 
Macmillan. every success in 
solving Great Britain’s extreme- 
ly difficult economic problems, 
and w ehope for the sake of 
the security of western Europe 
that our ties with both England 
and France will soon be firmly 
re- -established.
